REMARKS 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-2, 6-8, 10-14 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1, 5-6, 8, 10-12, 14 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,373,823. Examiner declares claims 3-4, 9 as allowable if rewritten in independent 
from including all of the limitations of the base claim. 

Applicants have amended independent claim 1 to include dependent claim 3, as proposed 
by the examiner. Claim 3 has been deleted. Therefore, claim 1 as presented is considered to be 
allowable. 

Claims 2, 4-6 depend on claim 1. Since claim 1 is allowable, claims 2, 4-6 are also 
allowable. 

Applicants have amended independent claim 7 to include dependent claim 9, as proposed 
by the examiner. Claim 9 has been deleted. Therefore, claim 7 as presented is considered to be 
allowable. 

Claims 8, 10-14 depend on claim 7. Since claim 7 is allowable, claims 8, 10-14 are also 
allowable.
